MOVES TO TORRANCE

The California Shoe Manufactur­ 
ing company which has been operat­ 
ing Its large plant at Venice for sev­ 
eral years 'past, commenced on 
Thursday to move' its entire plant to 
Torrance, where it will occupy the 
targe factory building which was 
recently used by the Puller Shoe 
ompany.

Mr. J. H. Billings, secretary and 
treasurer and general manager of 
the company, has purchased one of 
tlie fine residences which htg- just 

"collated foj- lylr. J. S. Tor­ 
rance and will move with his family 
into the new home at once.

This company manufactures wom­ 
en's, misses, children's, boy's and 
youth's high grade shoes.

Mr. Billings says that when 'the 
plant is in full' operation they will 
employ two hundred people and will

turn out one thousand pairs of fin­ 
ished shoes "every, twenty-four hours. 
The plant has a capacity for turning 
out-fifteen hundreds pairs of shoes 
per day. It may reasonably be ex­ 
pected that under the superior ad­ 
vantages of location at Torrance the 
company will enjoy a greatly in­ 
creased business and will in a short 
time have to enlarge Its factory plant 
to accommodate the increase. Pro­ 
vision has been made for this con- 
Tffl^Gi"?, however, and there will be 
no let. up "of "work on account, of 
crowded conditions.  __^^^-.^ 

Torrance is to be congratulated 
upon having t this important enter­ 
prise locate here and It is to be 
hoped that this is but the starting 
point In the acquiring for Torrance 
of many more large manufacturing 
Institutions.

BUY A LOT IN TORRANCE 
YOUNG MAN

A little over five years ago a young 
man bought a 50 foot lot in the "then;' 
small toWn of GleruJora for $900. This 
represented >his ; total savings from 
boyhood. , At that time the .lot was 
valuable only for residence purposes 
but it was on one of the main streets 
and he .was advised that the town 
would develop and that neighborhood 
become more valuable. He regularly 
saved a portion, of his wagesi and three 
years later built a small store build- 
Ing on half of his. lot and rented it 
for two years to a grocer. In order 
to do it he had to borrow a-few hun­ 
dred dollars but soon had It paid for. 
Two other buildings, were construct­ 
ed on lots adjoining his in the mean­ 
time, and last year he built another 
store on the remaining 25 feet and Is . 
now receiving ? 32 a month from a to­ 
tal Investment of about $2500.

This year a Chicago man bought 100 
feet of frontage right opposite this 
ot and built a two story pressed brick 

building with four or five stores on 
the first floor and apartments above. 
Another building was built on the cor­ 
ner opposite and today the lot which, 
the young man bought for ?900 is 
easily worth |5000.
